The function took’ place in the 
“Yop Yat” Hall ef the’ Church of 
Christ in China, Bonham-road, in, 
the presence of a large gathering 
of patents and friends’ of students 
of the schaol. : 

The proceedings opened with an 
Orchestral overture, after. which 
Mr, Ko Kan-wing,  B.A., gave an 
address of welcome: and introduc- 
ed Mra,-Morris to the gathering, 
“Mr, Dixon Chau, Principal of the 
Docksin English School then read 
the school report for 1927 as fol- 
lows : q ‘ 

I have the greatest pleasure in 
submitting this, my Fourth Annual 
Report for the year 1927. | 
_As ‘the time at our disposal is 
limited I shall make it as bricf as 
possible, The school was estab- 
Hshed in September, 1923; at No. 
G, Lower Mosque Terrace, (now 
called Ying Fai Terrace) where we 
remained,. for about two years, 
until the collapse of the compound 
retaining wall, which necessitated 
our ramoval, Fortunately, . we 


on 


found a suitable building of’ three! 


storeys nearby No. 80, Upper 
Peel-street, which. contained six 
rooms of almost uniform size, with 
ample windows on three sides, 
Here we remained until July 1927. 
When, just at that time, the new 
St. Paul’s Girls’ School Premises 
were completed, we availed our- 
selves of the opportunity of taking 
aver ‘the old premises vacated by 
them at an: increased. rental. This 
house, situated ‘at No. 140, Caine- 
road, is, I may say, second to none, 
as regards position. With ita fine 
appearance, . good hygienic con- 
‘ditions, and quict surroundings, it 
hag attracted ‘many new pupils, so 
that the school has a larger number 
on the roll than ever. 2 
Attendance. 

The number. of. school days dur- 
ing ‘the year was 228, . The 
maximum onrolment was 164 as 
against 94 in the previous year, 


showing an increase of 80 pupils.|-. 


The average . daily attendance for 
the year was 124.5, the lowest at- 
tendance being in the months of 
July and December.
